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School Board 
supports RESA’s 
2 mill tax for 6 yrs.

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education voted unanimously Monday 
to support the Wayne County Regional 
Educational Service Agency (RESA) 
question of 2 mills for 6 years being put 
on the Nov. 8 ballot to get extra money for 
the district. 

The tax would run from 2016 to 2021, 
inclusive. 

Interim Superintendent Diane Kullis 
explained the law provides for the levy 
of a regional enhancement property tax 
by an intermediate school district, at a 
rate of up to 3 mills, for the purpose of 
enhancing other state and local funding for 
local school district operating purposes, if 
approved by a majority of the intermediate 
school district electors. 

Proceeds are paid to each of the 33 
constituent districts by the intermediate 
school district calculated on a per-pupil 
basis, she said. Detroit is not a RESA 
district. 

Supt. Kullis said the Van Buren School 
District would bring in $2.8 million in 
taxes from its district and would receive 
from RESA about $1.878 million, which 
would go into the general fund to be used 
without restriction. 

“This is a way to get additional money 
for the district,” said board Trustee Sherry 
Frazier. 

Board vice president Martha Toth said 
the per-pupil funding in the district is now 
lower than it was in 2008 and this new tax 
is “one way to bring more resources to our 
district.” 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour, 
13-minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved the 2015-16 amended 
budget resolution, with Toth explaining 
the excess of expenditures under revenue 
of $1,508,652 was due to putting in the

Keystone board joins in federal law suit on restrooms

The Keystone Academy board of directors 
voted unanimously June 23 to defend its 
students’ privacy and defend local control 
over operations of the school specifically 
on transgender issues. 

Board members agreed to alert the 
Alliance Defending Freedom group that it 
will join it in a federal law suit to defend 
local control. 

Alliance Defending Freedom is a non- 
profit law firm and does not charge for its 
services. 

“Nor do you place your federal funding 
at risk by joining this lawsuit,’ Senior 
Counsel Jeremy D. Tedesco wrote in a 
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June 15 letter seeking the board’s support 
for the law suit. 

“Title IX (which bans discrimination 
by sex in schools) allows school districts 
to have their day in court to explain why 
having policies and practices that protect 
student privacy by maintaining sex-specific 
facilities do not violate Title IX. 

“In fact, the White House recently 
announced in regard to the North Carolina 
law suit over the states’ Title IX funding 
that the ‘administration will not take action 
to withhold funding while this enforcement 
process is playing out in the courts,” 
Tedesco wrote. 

The law suit is in response to the May 
13 “Dear Colleague” letter issued to all 
school districts by the U.S. Departments 
of Education and Justice claiming that 
Title IX requires school districts to treat 
students consistent with their gender 
identity, including allowing students to 
access locker rooms, restrooms, and similar 


facilities of the opposite sex. 

This would allow a male student who 
asserts that he is female to immediately 
gain access to girls’ locker rooms and 
restrooms, and vice versa. 

The letter puts state and local officials 
and higher-education institutions on notice 
that they risk losing federal education aid if 
they limit students to areas or teams based 
on their gender assigned at birth.

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Promoter of water show fund raiser fails to get approval for event

Bradley J. Manley made his second trip 
to the Belleville City Council on Monday 
to get approval for a water show/craft fair/ 
boat show/car show/motorcycle show that 
he wants to put on this summer to raise 
money for Kevin Robertson who needs 
help with his medical care in his fight 
against cancer. 

Manley asked for use of Horizon Park 
and the closing of High Street from Main 
Street to Edison Street, including closing 
access at Church Street, for his craft tents. 

He had asked for July 30 and then said 
it was changed to Aug. 13. He plans to 
make this an annual event, like Strawberry 
Festival, and have different themes for the 
boat parade each year. 

Manley proposed temporary seating with 
tents on the grass at Horizon Park, a public 
address system and a DJ in the gazebo. He 
hoped to get the mayor to judge the boats 
in the parade and announce winners over 
the PA system. 

He said he talked to Pastor White at 
Grace Baptist Church on High Street and 
the pastor said they could use his parking 
area for a dunk tank from the Van Buren 
Township Police Department. 

Manley said he got a “soft commitment” 
from the BYC to host the event and another 
“soft commitment” from the Belleville 
Water Ski Club to host a water show. 

He said he had said in the past that there 
would be no alcohol, but he has a “soft 
commitment” from Johnny’s to get a LCC 
permit for outdoor sales in its small parking 
area next to the building. 

“Under no circumstances will we have 
alcohol in city parks or on city streets,” 
stated Councilwoman Kim Tindall, who 
regularly votes against alcohol being 
served at the Fourth Street Square. 

Manley said he knows Johnny’s would 
have to fence off the area used for serving 
alcohol. 

Councilman Tom Smith said he had a 
problem closing High Street during this 
summer’s road construction on West 
Columbia Ave., which started earlier that 
day and will last all summer. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria, who was 
running the meeting in the absence of 
Mayor Kerreen Conley, said you can’t put 
tents on the parkland and questioned him 
about what he planned to do on the docks. 

Manley said that’s where the mayor 
would sit to judge the boat parade. 

Loria said he can’t cut off part of the lake 
for his show and Manley said he was filing 
for a special use permit from the DNR to 
section off a part of the lake. 

Loria said he couldn’t close Edison 
because, with the road construction on 
West Columbia, people wouldn’t be able to

get to Saturday mass at St. Anthony church 
because Edison would be the only way to 
get to the church. 

“That’s a lot of street closing for a private 
event,” Loria said. 

“Typically we don’t rent city parks to 
private individuals,” said Councilwoman 
Tindall. “You’re a private individual ... 
You’re looking for sponsors ... We don’t 
have a policy to rent the park or streets ... 
For the parks, numerous people have asked 
to rent them and we tell them first-come, 
first-served.” 

Manley said his plan is to put together an 
organization to put on water shows with a 
501c3 nonprofit status. He said the BYC, 
police, city council and other organizations 
would be on a board, like the Strawberry 
Festival. 

Tindall said a non-profit organization 
with bylaws would be good. 

“We can’t get it done in this time frame,” 
Manley protested. 

Loria said the letter the council got was 
from a private individual asking for use of 
the park and for street closings. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the city 
doesn’t reserve parks. 


Manley said there is no fee to come into 
his event and if someone is using the park 
that’s all right. 

Mike Renaud said he wants to use the 
park with a DJ until midnight and Tindall 
pointed out the city parks are closed from 
dusk until dawn. 

He asked for from 5 a.m. to midnight 
with time for set up and tear down. He had 
asked for the street sweeper to sweep after 
the event and he would reimburse the city 
for the cost. 

“We don’t sweep for private individuals,” 
Tindall stated. 

“We sweep on Monday, anyway,” said 
City Manager Diana Kollmeyer, waiving 
away that remark. 

Manley said people would use the park to 
watch the show and they won’t tell anyone 
there they have to leave. He said he wants to 
turn it into an annual event to raise money 
for people with catastrophic illnesses. 

He said the money taken in would go 
to help Robertson who has 80/20 insurance 
and his share would be about $20,000. 
Manley said he charges no management 
fee and, “I make zero.” Anything left over 
from the $20,000 given to Robertson would 


be seed money for next year. 

Tindall said, “A guy I don’t know comes 
in and wants to sell space on your street 
and make money. You disappear on Sunday 
and people will come here,” pointing to the 
council table. 

She said he is renting space on the city’s 
street, taking a square of the city’s real 
estate and charging people to use it. 

“The car show closes the street every 
Monday,” said Kay Atkins. 

Tindall said the car show is put on by 
Crusin’ the Bayou, a 501c3 organization, 
and the Bayou Grill. She said there are no 
registration fees and freewill donations are 
taken. 

Manley said a raffle is planned in 
conjunction with his event. It is being put 
on by the 1862 AFSCME Local. He said 
the union will get the money from the raffle 
sales and cut the check to Robertson. 

The council had more concerns about 
High Street being closed this summer 
because of the construction and its wish for 
a “solid sponsor” organization instead of 
an individual. 

“T can’t vote for it without a solid sponsor 
and adjustments to the street closings,” 
said Councilman Tom Smith. 

Manley asked if that meant he would have 
to come back to another council meeting 
and he was told he would. 

“Its way too late,” he said. “That only 
gives us three weeks.” 

Manley then said, “thank you” and walked 
out of the meeting. 

The council made no further comment 
and went on to other items on the agenda. 

In other business, the council: 

e Approved closing Brain Street for 
a block party/graduation party July 16. 
Tonya Charlesworth said the party is for a 
high school graduation open house for her 
daughter Elizabeth and all the neighbors 
support the event; 

e Approved $3,914 in SMART municipal 
credits for fiscal year 2017; 

e Approved the amendment that replaces 
the millage rate of 18.126 with 16.960 due 
to the Headlee Schedule as provided by 
Wayne County. The reduction is estimated 
to bring in $20,000 less from taxes, with 
part of that going into the Downtown 
Development Authority budget; and 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$85,409.94 and departmental purchases 
in excess of $500: to Clearzoning, $1,998 
for sign ordinance review, from the general 
fund; to Michigan Association of Planning, 
$650 for dues, from the general fund; 
to Wayne County Accounts Receivable, 
$1,680 for prisoner lodging from police 
budget; and to Western Wayne Mutual Aid, 
$2,439.01 for association dues from the 
fire budget.

On Monday, the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education voted unanimously 
to support a two-mill property tax for six 
years on the Nov. 8 general election, to 
earn money for the 33 school districts in 
the Wayne County RESA system. 

The taxpayers in the VBPS district would 
pay more taxes than their school district 
could get back, but it still would be more 
than they had to begin with. 

It’s a hard time for tax payers this year. 

The Belleville Area District Library 
will be seeking a bond and millage for 
operations, also on the Nov. 8 ballot. 
The Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Department is expected to seek at least 
four mills of renewal — possibly up to six 
mills — Nov. 8. 

Then there are millages for the Zoo and 
DIA, along with a regional transportation 
system this season. And, county parks. 

A local, very successful, Realtor told the 
Independent on Tuesday, “People don’t 
have the money for all this. They are going 
to say no.” 

We expect the renewals for police and 
fire service in Sumpter Township to be 
approved on Aug. 2 without a problem, but 
we’re not so sure about the other requests. 

Other tax proposals are in the wings, 
including the City of Belleville’s street 
program. 

As we’ve been told — and really notice 
ourselves — people don’t have the money.

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Van Buren cops getting 
city’s traffic stop money 


To the Editor: 

Iam a local City of Belleville resident that 
for the life of me cannot believe what I am 
seeing happening within the city limits. 

For the last few weeks, I believe, or 
at least starting when the county began 
working on W. Columbia, the City of 
Belleville has requested Van Buren Police 
to run traffic stops within the city limits, 
more specifically the corner of Church and 
W. Columbia. 

As a resident of the city I am dumfounded 
that the city would be willing to forfeit any 
revenue generated from traffic tickets. 
From talking to various people, I believe 
the minimum ticket will cost a person 
$150 which not all goes to the department 
writing the ticket after court fees and state 
fees. But nonetheless a percentage of that 
money goes back to them, in this case Van 
Buren Township. 

One day I personally watched 12 cars 
being pulled over in an hour-and-one-half 
time frame. So, let’s say $30 per car times 
12 cars that is $360 missed revenue to the 
city. Even if the city held over one officer 
to run traffic on overtime the city would 
still come out ahead. 

According to MCL 764.2a and MSA 
28.861 a peace officer of a county, city, 
village, or township of this state may 
exercise authority and power outside his 
own county, city, village, or township when 
he is enforcing the laws of this state in 
conjunction with the Michigan State Police, 
or in conjunction with a peace officer of the 
county, city, village, or township in which 
he may be, the same as if he were in his 
own county, city, village, or township. 

The key word is conjunction; the city 
does not have a car sitting with Van Buren 
in this case which leads me to believe 
they are in violation of state law. Lastly, I 
remember reading something about how

James Chapman 
to run for VBT Trustee 


Dear Editor Rosemary: 

I’ve heard it said that the only bad news is 
an obituary; so I guess the front page story 
on my latest misadventures should be taken 
with a positive attitude, especially when I see 
the words “INDEPENDENT,” “FREE,” and 
“CHAPMAN” all in the same column -- and 
I would like to respond to the information 
contained in that article. 

First, it appears that your information was 
slanted in favor of the Lt. Bazzy faction of 
Van Buren PD and its anti-Chapman group. 
On the evening of Friday, June 3, I returned 
to my legal address at 43364 E Huron River 
Dr. after a hard day’s work, tired and beat, 
to find one of my roommate’s acquaintances 
was there, one who is well-known to both 
VBPD and surrounding jurisdictions. He 
appeared to be intoxicated, at least on 
cannabis and alcohol, and was belligerent 
and obnoxious. He attempted to start a fight 
with me and then pulled a knife. When I 
attempted to grab the knife to prevent him 
from stabbing me, I received a defensive 
wound from his knife on my left index finger 
as he slashed. 

I then ran out the door and away, down 
towards the lake where I called VBPD 
immediately. I was told by Dispatch that my 
assailant had called them and police were on 
their way. I asked if there had been a warrant 
issued for my arrest for another alleged 
violation of probation hearing. Dispatch 
said there was no warrant and that I should 
make a statement to the officers and press 
charges. 

Either, I’d been lied to or I hadn’t, so I 
decided to find out, got up from where I 
was sitting hidden at the lakeside, turned to 
go up the dilapidated staircase and go back 
home to see the police, when I tripped -- and 
FELL INTO THE LAKE --fully clothed, 
cellphone, shoes and all. Disoriented, I 
struggled and missed catching my glasses 
when they came off, and then I couldn’t see 
where I was attempting to swim. I thought I 
might drown. 

Then I heard a voice which allowed me to 
get my bearings and swim to shore, where I 
found out it was a cop, who asked me what 
had happened and examined my wound while 
I told him what happened --this took about 
five minutes and when a second officer came 
over there, I was arrested -- for an alleged 
probation violation warrant. I knew then the 
police Dispatcher told me the truth. NOT. 

Then I was taken to VBPD land, charged 
with felony obstruction of an officer, and 
DNA refusal. I would say this is just another 
example of overcharging in order to expand 
the DNA database, a tactic of the Prosecutor’s 
office. For the record, I’ve tried to geta DNA 
test to absolve me of financial responsibility 
of a child born out of wedlock in 1986; the 
mother recently stated to the FOC referee 
that I was not the father, and 46K of child 
support due her was taken away, but the 
state still wants me to pay 29K for a child 


not mine. Now, they demand DNA because 
I’ve been ACCUSED of a felony? NO way. 

Secondly, I am being harassed by the Bazzy 
faction because I am collecting signatures on 
non-partisan petitions to put my name on the 
ballot for VB Board as Trustee. This I am 
doing because we have bad, Kwami-style 
politics and abuses, and I have been abused. 

Thirdly, you stated that there had been a 
previous probation violation and amended 
sentence on the original stalking case. Yes, 
there had been an accusation, warrant (over 
a long weekend), and hearing, at which the 
judge found no cause of action, or violation, 
and amended the sentence in my favor. I 
would like you to retract that statement, but 
it just goes to show that they are not telling 
the whole truth. 

And so being unsuccessful once, they 
are now trying a probation violation 
hearing again. The judge was surprised I’d 
been in jail two weeks without a hearing on 
the warrant, and granted personal bond, until 
July 22, when she will also hear the motion 
to withdraw the sentencing plea deal on the 
original stalking charge. I think she may have 
had enough of Bazzy and his prosecutorial 
cohorts. I shall write soon on the abuses in 
the WayCo Prosecutor’s Office, and call for 
a grand jury investigation. Kwami would 
never have gotten away with all he did 
without collusion with that office. Worthy 
is NOT. 

Finally, I'd like to tell ya’all, that if there’s 
a warrant out for your arrest, somebody can 
get away with a violent felony against you 
in your own home, and he will be free, while 
you will go to jail --at least in Van Buren 
Township. This is only one reason why I’m 
running for trustee, and many more will 
follow. But, it all boils down to abuses and 
irresponsibility of the government. 

This must change if America is to survive.

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Auditor warns VBT board about need to make plans for bond

During a lengthy report on the 2015 audit 
of financial funds in Van Buren Township, 
Plante Moran auditor Dave Helisek urged 
the VBT board to continue to plan on how 
it’s going to address the Visteon bond and 
the public safety millage that is expiring. 

“The public safety millage is significant,” 
Helisek said of the expiring four mills. “If it 
doesn’t get renewed, you'll have to look at 
a way to get substantial revenue to continue 
services.” 

He said the public safety millage brings 
in $3.5 million, about half the public safety 
expenses. 

“You’re our auditor,” said Trustee Phil 
Hart. “You’re sending a signal to us that we 
have two things to worry about.” 

Trustee Hart said several board members 
had wanted to put money away for the last 
couple of years for the bond and the board 
didn’t do that. 

“We have to start planning now,” Hart said. 
“Can we have a reserve fund?” 

Helisek said he is an auditor and he does 
not tell you how to spend your money, but he 
points out concerns. He deferred questions 
on funds to the township attorney. 

He said the board is allowed to flag money 
in the fund balance. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd asked the board to 
look at page 59 in the financial report where 
$4 million has been set aside in the fund 
balance for “future obligations.” 


Helisek the “assigned” status is no more 
than flagging of money and that can be 
undone quickly. “Restricted” funds are 
different and must be spent for a specific 
purpose. 

Hart said if they take the Visteon bonds 


out of the picture completely, the board still 
needs to do more on retirement and health 
care. 

Clerk Leon Wright said, “We assigned $4 
million and hope Visteon will come to the 
table.” 

“It’s not right to use the landfill money for 
general operation,” Hart said and Helisek 
said, “That’s a policy decision.” 

“That’s the way I feel,” Hart said. 


Helisek said the township will more likely 
than not be required to pay a portion of the 
Local Development Finance Authority debt 
service payments on the Visteon bonds 
beginning in 2018. The amount had been 
estimated at $20 million, but the LDFA 
refinanced the bond and lowered it to $16.7 
million. He anticipates it to go up. 

The audit showed $14,832,343 in general 
fund revenues in 2015 and $13,343,401 in 
expenditures, adding $1,488,942 to the fund 
balance for a total of $10,826,817 on Dec. 
31, 2015. 

Helisek spoke about the pension and health 
care liabilities. He said in a couple of years 
that will go up to $22 million. 

He said the township is paying these 
liabilities each year and actual cash payment 
creep up each year. 

“You’re a one-mill township fortunate to 
have a landfill,” he said. “It helps.” 

Hart said the landfill contract expires in 
2026. 

Helisek said the township used $3,958,084 
out of the landfill fund in 2015. 

“For the last two years it’s gone up $2 
million,” said Clerk Leon Wright. 

The board voted unanimously to accept the 
audit report. 

In other business at the June 21 meeting,

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Tedesco said the “Dear Colleague” letter 
is wrong. He said, “The advice conflicts 
with Title IX and the rulings of several 
federal and state courts and it violates your 
students’ constitutional right to privacy.” 

Tedesco cited parts of Title IX rule that 
authorizes schools to maintain separate 
locker rooms and restrooms on the basis 
of biological sex, without placing federal 
funding at risk. 

He said five out of six courts have ruled 
that it does not violate Title IX to maintain 
separate restrooms and locker rooms on the 
basis of sex — and the one outlier case is 
currently being appealed. 

Attorneys General in West Virginia, 
Arizona, Kansas, Nebraska, Texas, Utah, 
Mississippi, and South Carolina have 
determined that sex-specific facilities do 
not violate Title IX. 

The Michigan Department of Education 
started working on a rule for state school 
districts to comply with the “Dear 
Colleague” letter and gave the public 15 
days to respond, said Keystone board 
president Vesta Losen, who brought the 
issue to the board for discussion and 
possible action. 

Losen said the public was so upset that 
the Michigan Department of Education 
gave 30 more days for public response. 

Losen said the Michigan Attorney 
General has declared the Department of 
Education’s idea “hogwash.” 

“How can the Michigan Department of 
Education make a law without legislation? 
I would like our board to take a stand,” 
Losen said. 

She said there is a difference between sex 
and gender. 

She said a statement in Tedesco’s letter 
really spoke to her: “Your students have 
a constitutional right of privacy and you 
have a duty to protect it.” 

Board Treasurer Carol Manley said she 
agreed that the board needed to take a 
stand. 

Losen said she put in a call to J.C. 
Huizenga, who started National Heritage 
Academies, leaving him a message that he 
had 80 schools and asking what is he going 
to do about this transgender restroom 
issue? Keystone is a NHA school. 

Losen said within a few minutes Huizenga 
called her back and said they would try to 
change the emerging requirements, but, “In 
the end we follow the law. That’s what we 
do.” 

He suggested transgender students could 
use the staff restrooms and Losen said 
because of a Virginia case they can’t do 
that because it makes the students more 
identifiable. 

“T’m even more concerned,” said Losen. 
“In college it’s bad and in the younger 
students, it’s more than bad.” 

In his letter Tedesco said this “Dear

Consumer Confidence Report 


The Belleville Water Department wants you to know that your tap water is safe to drink and that it 
meets or surpasses all Federal and State standards for quality and safety. 


Overview 


The City of Belleville is proud of the fine drinking water it provides. This annual water quality report 
shows the source of our water, lists the results of our tests and contains much important information 
about water and health. Belleville Water Department will notify you immediately if there is any reason 
for concern about your water. We are happy to show you how we have surpassed water-quality 
standards. You will receive reports like this each and every year by July 1 regarding your water. 


Water Source 


The City of Belleville water is supplied by the City of Detroit from its Southwest Water Treatment Plant. 
The Detroit Water Department provides drinking water to approximately 4.2 million people in 126 
Michigan Communities. The City of Belleville purchased over 94,000,000 gallons of water in 2015. 


The system uses water drawn from the Detroit River through a 12-foot diameter intake that is 
approximately 120-feet deep. The line slopes to a depth of 132-feet in approximately one mile where it 
connects at a vertical shore shaft, which causes raw water to rise and enter a land tunnel. The 12-foot 
diameter shore or land tunnel travels another 3 miles to the Southwest plant’s low lift pumps. 


The many miles of deep raw water tunnels are periodically inspected either by hard hat divers or with 
cameras for structural integrity and zebra mussel infestation. 


The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, 
reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the ground, it 
dissolves naturally-occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and can pick up 
substances resulting from the presence of animals or from human activity. 


Your source water comes from the Detroit River, situated within the Lake St. Clair, Clinton River, Detroit 
River, Rouge River, Ecorse River, in the U.S. and parts of the Thames River, Little River, Turkey Creek and 
Sydenham watersheds in Canada. The Michigan Department of Environmental Quality in partnership 
with the U.S. Geological Survey, the Detroit Water and Sewerage Department, and the Michigan Public 
Health Institute performed a source water assessment in 2004 to determine the susceptibility of 
potential contamination. The susceptibility rating is on a seven-tiered scale from ”very low” to “very 
high” based primarily on geologic sensitivity, water chemistry, and contaminant sources. The 
susceptibility of our Detroit River source water intakes were determined to be highly susceptible to 
potential contamination. However, all four Detroit water treatment plants that use source water from 
Detroit River have historically provided satisfactory treatment of this source water to meet drinking 
water standards. 


DWSD has initiated source-water protection activities that include chemical containment, spill response, 
and a mercury reduction program. DWSD participates in a National Pollutant Discharge Elimination 
System permit discharge program and has an emergency response management plan. If you would like 
to know more information about this report or a complete copy of this report please, contact the City of 
Belleville Water Department or DWSD.

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How Do We Know Our Water Is Safe? 


We obtain water from the City of Detroit whose treatment facilities operate 24 hours a day, 7 days a 
week. The treatment process begins with the disinfecting the source water with chlorine to kill harmful 
microorganisms that can cause illness. Next, chemical called alum is mixed with the water to remove 
the fine particles that make the water cloudy or turbid. Alum causes the particles to clump together and 
settle to the bottom. Fluoride is also added to protect our teeth from cavities and decay. 


The water then flows through fine sand filters called beds. These filters remove even more particles and 
certain microorganisms that are resistant to chlorine. Finally, a small amount of phosphoric acid and 
chlorine are added to the treated water just before it leaves the treatment plant. The phosphoric acid 
helps control the lead that may dissolve in the water from household plumbing systems. The chlorine 
keeps the water disinfected as it travels through water mains to reach your home. 


The water is tested for a variety of substances before treatment, during various stages of treatment and 
throughout the distribution system on a regular basis. The City of Belleville has several testing locations 
that are tested regularly by the City of Detroit Water and Sewerage Department. If any contaminates 
are detected at an unacceptable level, the City as well as the residents will be notified. All of the City of 
Belleville samples have tested negative for total coliform bacteria. 


Unregulated Contaminants 


Unregulated contaminants are those for which the EPA has not established drinking water standards. 
Monitoring helps the EPA to determine where certain contaminants occur and whether it needs to 
regulate those contaminants. Beginning in July 2008 the Detroit Water and Sewerage Department 
(DWSD) began monitoring quarterly for unregulated contaminants under the Unregulated Contaminant 
Monitoring Rule 2 (UCMR2). All UCMR2 contaminants monitored on the list 1 and list 2 in 2008 were 
undetected. 


The Detroit Water and Sewerage Department provides the City of Belleville with water. Also, DWSD 
does not test the water for radon. 


What Is Cryptosporidium? 


Cryptosporidium is a disease causing parasite that lives in the intestinal tract of many animals including 
dogs and cats. Cryptosporidium can be introduced into bodies of water by way of surface runoff 
containing animal wastes and sewage discharges. 


Cryptosporidium is a microbial pathogen found in the surface water throughout the U.S. Although 
filtration removes Cryptosporidium, the most commonly used filtration methods cannot guarantee 100 
percent removal. Our monitoring indicates the presence of these organisms in our source water. 
Cryptosporidium was detected once during a twelve month period at the Detroit River intake plants. 
Current test methods do not allow us to determine if the organisms are dead or if they are capable of 
causing disease. Ingestion of Cryptosporidium may cause cryptosporidiosis, an abdominal infection. 
Symptoms of infection include nausea, diarrhea and abdominal cramps. Most healthy individuals can 
overcome the disease within weeks. However, immune-compromised people, infants and small children 
and the elderly are at the greater risk of developing life threatening illness. We encourage immune- 
compromised individuals to consult their doctor regarding appropriate precautions to take to avoid 
infection. Cryptosporidium must be ingested to cause disease and it may be spread through means 
other than drinking water. 


Contaminants That May Be Found In Drinking Water 


Drinking water, including bottled water may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts 
of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily indicate that water poses a 
health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects can be obtained by 
calling the Environmental Protection Agency’s Safe Drinking Water Hotline at (800-426-4791).

Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


e Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage treatment 


plants, septic systems, agricultural livestock operations and wildlife. 


e Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or result from 


urban storm water runoff, industrial or domestic wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, 


mining or farming. 


e Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources such as agriculture, urban 


storm water runoff and residential uses. 


e Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organics, which are by-products of 
industrial processes and petroleum production and can also come from gas stations, urban storm 


water runoff and septic systems. 


e Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil and gas 


production and mining activities. 


In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations, which limit the amount of 
certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. The Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) regulations establish limits for contaminants in bottled water, which must provide the same 


protection for public health. 


Vulnerability of Some Population to Contaminants 


Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than is the general population. 


Immuno-compromised persons such as persons with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who 
have undergone organ transplants, people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system disorders, some 
elderly and infants can be particularly at risk from infections.

District Court officials 
meet with Romulus City 
Council on building plan

Officials from the 34" District Court have 
met once with the Romulus City Council in 
a workshop session June 13 and will meet 
with the city again to discuss the court’s 
plans to build a new courthouse rather than 
renovate the current building as previously 
planned. 

34" District Court Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green said the court is looking for 
an architect to give it a design for the new 
building that will not exceed $14 million 
in cost. 

Judge Green said the court has prepared a 
memo of understanding for the council that 
spells everything out in writing and, as of 
June 15, she said it was not yet signed. 

“There has been some misunderstanding 
so We are putting it all in writing,” Judge 
Green said. 

She said they started with plans to rebuild 
and expand the current courthouse on the 
Romulus City campus, but then estimated 
costs turned out to be about the same 
whether it was rebuilt or completely new. 

She said the plan is to build the new 
courthouse at another location on the city 
campus and then raze the current building. 

The court’s construction bond, which must 
include a full faith and credit guarantee 
from the City of Romulus, will be paid off 
completely through funds from the court 
with no cost to the city, Judge Green said.
